Allowance 

1 . Claims 1-30 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1, 8, 17, 24, 28, 29 and 30: The prior art of record alone or in 

combination does not disclose an electronic camera, comphsing: 

An exposure control system or means for controlling exposure, wherein said 
exposure control system or means for controlling exposure is adapted to: integrate the 
level of light energy sensed during Image capture, 

Illuminate said flash unit during said image capture responsive to the integrated 
level of light energy reaching a first predetermined level, and 

Extinguish said flash unit and close said scanning aperture shutter unit 
responsive to the integrated level of light energy reaching a second predetermined level 
and in combination of other elements 

Regarding claim 12: The prior art of record alone or in combination does not 
disclose a method for electronic image capture using a fill flash function, 
comprising: 

Controlling said scanning aperture shutter and a flash unit during image capture 
in response to said sensing, wherein said controlling comprises: 

Integrating the level of visible ambient fight energy and infrared energy sensed 
during image capture. 
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illuminating a flash unit during said image capture responsive to the integrated 
level of visible ambient fight energy and infrared energy reaching a first predetermined 
level, and 

Extinguish said flash unit and closing a scanning aperture shutter unit responsive 
to the integrated level of visible ambient fight energy and infrared energy reaching a 
second predetermined level and in combination of other steps.
